The AHPC voted last week to ap- 
prove the project at 35 units, and the 
discrepancy caused some friction 
among the selectmen. 

Selectman William Dalton said he 
felt ‘‘uncomfortable”’ having to de- 
cide which figure was more appro- 
priate for Abbot’s Pond. ‘‘Both the 
ZBA and the AHPC spent so much 
time on this. We might be adding too 
much weight to one number or the 
other.”’ 

The board adopted Dalton’s sug- 
gestion that all recommendations 
from the town—incuding the dissent- 
ing opinions from the board of ap- 
peals and the partnership 
committee—be forwarded to the 
state. 

Dalton asked Carl Byers, Chair- 
man of the AHPC, why his commit- 
tee had set approval for Abbot’s 
Pond at a lower number of units 
than the ZBA. Byers responded the 
decision was reached ‘‘after long

$6,226.92 was the amount of money paper recyclers saved the Town of And- 
over in October. Almost 1,000 tons of paper wre sold for reuse; were remov- 
ed from our loads to the incinerator. 

I’ve been doing a little very cursory research on the subject of how many 
tans of newspaper come into Andover homes in one month. I got some rough 
figures from the Eagle-Tribune, the Townsman, Globe and Herald. With my 
figures of 5-6 pounds of Sunday paper; 1-142 dailies and 9,000 Townsman’s 
(the largest circulation in town for one day each week), I have found 344 tons 
arrive here, give or take a few. 

I did not count the Wall St. Journal nor the New York Times; I did not 
count Good News or The Suburban News. I couldn’t figure out any way to

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know how much junk mail you get at your house (which can be recycled) 
ard then there are magazines—so many magazines. After hunting around 
and probably missing a few, I found this family gets at least seven pounds of 
magazines each month. Maybe 5,000 homes get that many so there is anoth- 
er one and a half of recyclable goods to add. 

Now you must know what I’m driving at. One hundred tons recycled each 
month; 245 tons left to be burned. Andover Recycling would like that paper 
out at the curb on your regular trash day the week of November 23 and then 
the weeks of December 7 and 21. The North East Solid Waste Communities’ 
incinerator is overloaded with trash. They don’t want your paper. Andover 
doesn’t want to pay $63 per ton to dump it in North Andover. That is $15,435 
per month. Don’t wait any longer. Recycle!

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Alison Climo 


PA Senior Speaks 
With Her Photos

It was by chance that Alison Climo looked out 
her bathroom window one winter night last 
year. It was on a whim_fhat she decided to take 
a picture of what she saw. 

The result? A first-prize winning photo that 
appeared in The Boston Globe Magazine last 
month. What she saw was a lawn chair covered 
by a thick layer of snow, lying quietly in the 
darkness against the background of the starkly 
vertical garage. 

‘T look out that window all the time. I don’t 
know why, but I do,”’ said Climo, a Phillips Aca- 
demy senior.

Climo says she’s always been interested in 
photography, from the time she took her first 
lessons through the Department of Community 
Services in eighth grade to now, when she’s tak- 
ing her fourth photography course with PA in- 
structor Stephen Wicks. ‘His (Wicks’) approach 
to teaching photography just clicked with me,” 
said Climo, who is currently taking his photo- 
journalism class. ‘He doesn’t impose his own 
opinions, and he’s critical in a positive sense and 
has encouraged my work.”’ 

Climo took Wicks’ photojournalism at the end 
of her junior year too, and the teacher had his 
students come up with a picture essay. “I 
thought of things like a T stop at Harvard 
Square,’’ Climo said. “But they all seemed 
cliched to me. Mr. Wicks suggested I put what 
came out of the contact’ sheets into a personal

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Report Has People Talking

If nothing else, the white-hot glare of publicity 
generated by a teen drug and alcohol abuse study 
that criticized Andover community apathy has 
created dialogue on the subject. 

Andover Town Hall has received at least 20 to 
30 calls from citizens reacting to several articles 
published in area newspapers recently. Some 
have been angry—Community Services Director 
Joan Pearson eventually instructed department 
employees to relay upset callers to her—others 
have supported the report’s conclusions. 

Commissioned with the cooperation of the town 
and the school system and released at a Nov. 9 
selectmen’s meeting, the report interviewed 30 
school and community leaders and drew a series 
of conclusions from their comments. 

The main pr«5lem in battling drug and alcohol 
abuse among local youths is a deep-running 
streak of apathy among Andover parents and res- 
idents, was the consensus drawn by the report. 

Those interviewed by The TOWNSMAN gener- 
ally agreed that a large portion of the Andover 
populace are indeed apathetic. 

Not everybody in town sits around when com- 
munity involvement is needed, most pointed out. 
But, ‘These 400 to 500 people who contribute are 
a relatively small percentage (of the Andover 
population), there’s no doubt about that,” said 
Town Manager Ken Mahony, “‘in between you 
have 9,000 families who vacillate.”’ 

Mahoney is among those in the community who 
have reservations about the methodology used by 
the report.

“T don’t agree that the entire community can 
be painted with the same brush,”’ Mahony said. 

“T think what you are seeing in the report is 
something coming out of people who are mainly 
involved with the schools,” said Wesson. “I’ve 
seen a lot of good programs and teaching values 
out in the community...I think what we might be 
seeing in the report is coming out of frustration.” 

Jim Byrne, who heads the Sudbury firm that 
developed the report, Advocates for Human Po- 
tential, acknowledged that a large number of 
school-involved citizens participated in the re- 
port. But he denied that-tunnel vision or not-it 
affected the validity of the report’s conclusions. 

‘This was not a scientific report, it wasn’t in- 
tended to be, It does answer the questions it set 
out to answer,”’ he said. ‘‘I think it did a good job 
of that.” 

Terry McAnally, a local real estate agent who 
has a son attending Andover High School felt that 
‘“‘we have to take the report seriously, particular- 
ly when you look at the caliber of people in the 
report.”

neighborhoods, traffic and neighbor- 
hood character.” 

The selectmen should have opted 
for the lower density figure, Ralston 
argued, because the AHPC’s recom- 
mendation “‘fits into the whole needs 
of the town.”’ 

The town ‘‘wants the best project 
possible’ commented Ralston, add- 
ing “‘specifying a (lower) density 
makes a statement regarding the fu- 
ture character of affordable housing 
projects in town. If we don’t do that 
now, we’ll be faced with that in the 
future.”’ 

Selectman Charles Wesson re- 
marked “I honestly struggled with 
this,” saying he ‘“‘went back and 
forth from 35 to 45 units” before de- 
ciding to opt for the higher figure. 

“The primary reason for (the 
AHPC’s) decision was their concern 
that land acquisition costs were too 
high and the density of the project 
was too high’’ said Wesson. “‘I felt 
that was outside the jurisdiction of 
their authority, that the AHPC’s pur- 
pose was to recommend to the state 
whether or not to fund the project— 
not to give numbers.”’ 

Board Chairman Gerald Silver- 
man reprimanded Ralston for what 
he viewed as disparaging remarks 
about the ZBA. “I take a little of- 
fense to Gail for saying the board of 
appeals is only examining health

and safety. They deliberated for a 
year and a half on density, water, 
and a lot of other issues’’ Silverman 
noted. 

Silverman added he ‘had difficul- 
ty” with the partnership commit- 
tee’s recommendation that Picwel 
Builders, developers of Abbot’s 
Pond, redesign their site plan to 
place so-called ‘affordable’ units 
within each building of the devel- 
opment to create ‘‘a better mix.”’ 

“The housing partnership commit- 
tee took it upon themselves to say 
affordable units must be in every 
building,’”’ Silverman said. ‘I 
thought that was a little beyond’ 
their realm, he stated, adding “‘I feel 
strongly about approving the ZBA 
figure of 45.” 

Selectman Bill Downs asked Sil- 
verman whether it was the board’s 
job to choose between recommenda- 
tions from two committees, or to 
recommend funding to the state. Sil- 
verman answered ‘‘we almost have 
the option of recommending any 
thing we so desire.”’ 

Dalton then motioned to ‘‘recom- 
mend funding at a density not to ex- 
ceed the (ZBA) figure of 45 units, 
with all information to be sent to the 
state.”’ 

The selectmen’s decisions did not 
reflect the wishes of the AHPC, but 
Byers said forwarding all paper- 
work to the state means ‘“‘there’s 
still room for negotiation.” Byers 
added he was “numb’”’ after watch- 
ing his committee’s recommenda- 
tions largely rejected, but said he 
would not consider disbanding the 
AHPC, as he had threatened to do 
last month when the selectmen ta- 
bled the partnership committee’s po- 
sition on Brookside. 

It is now up to the state to decide 
what actions to take on the propo- 
sals. The ZBA continues to negotiate 
withWinn development on Brook- 
side, with the developer desiring 190 
units for the 36.4-acre site off North

A two story commercial structure valued at more 
than $1.3 million headed the list of building permits 
approved by the building inspector’s office in Octo- 
ber 


Town officials say that Boston-based Quincy and 
Co., owners of the proposed 50,000-square-foot com- 
plex to be located at 6 Campanelli Drive in the Riv- 
er Road industrial area, submitted plans without 
first attracting renters for the space. 

Known as building on speculation, Quincy and Co. 
hope to rent out the complex as office space, one 
official said, adding that the firm may have found 
an insurance company to lease the first floor. 

Richard Quincy, who heads the real estate com- 
pany, was not available for comment. 

The million dollar structure is the first of two 
buildings Quincy and Company plan to construct in 
Andover. 

The second, scheduled for construction next year, 
would be almost twice as large at 96,000 square feet. 
The second complex would be built across the street 
from the current Quincy project. 

Final plans for the larger building have yet to be 
approved. 

The $1,302,700 value of the recently approved 
structure amounts to a large chunk of the $2.9 mil- 
lion in building permits issued by Andover in Octo- 
ber. The town received $20,603 in permit fees, with 
Quincy and Co. accounting for $8.590 of that total.

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One of the more depressing things about win- 
ter recreation it that it spells the end of warm- 
weather athletic pastimes.

By keeping up with this exercise, you might pre- 
vent the weight gain that customarily goes with 
winter lethargy (your body burns more calories 
during cold-weather exercise because it needs to 
work that much harder to regulate its warm 
temperature). And more importantly, you will 
ward off the cabin-fever mentality that strikes 
those who feel deprived of warmth and daylight. 

First, it is necessary to recognize the inherent 
limitations of running and especially, cycling in 
the winter, Colder temperatures (under 10-15 de- 
grees), high winds, icy pavement or nightfall 
preclude you from putting a bike on the road. On 
the other hand, you can run in all but the most 
blizzard-like conditions. The critical factor is 
preparation and nothing is as vital as your cloth- 
ing. What you wear spells the difference be- 
tween enjoyment and misery, comfort and 
danger. 

The usual strategy that governs cold-weather 
dress, wear as much as is necessary to keep 
warm, doesn’t work here. After all, running and 
cycling aren’t the same activities as slogging to 
the mailbox or shoveling the sidewalk. You need 
to keep your limbs free and breathing unre- 

tricted and recognize that in the course of the 
exercise your body will generate significant

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Beating The Freezin’ Season

warmth. With these factors in mind, you should 
select efficient, functinal garb with a focus on 
insulation from the cold. 

The best way to keep the biting cold away is to 
wear a hat. Because your body loses at least half 
its heat through your head, a hat is the most 
efficient warmth-protector possible. Without it, 
your body will chill to dangerous levels to regu- 
late the head’s plummeting temperature. Add a 
hat (top it off with a helmet on a bike ride) and 
give your body a chance to keep warm else- 
where. ; 

Such warmth will be easier to maintain if you 
choose to run instead of ride. For one thing, you 
can get in a good hard run in much less time 
than a similarly training workout on a bike 
would take, so you spend less time outside. Also, 
the slower speed of running (compared to cy- 
cling) creates less wind chill. Finally, the run- 
ner assumes a position conducive to good 
circulation, arms and legs move continuously 
and feet strike the ground, which warms up fin- 
gers and toes. 

That doesn’t mean you can get away with a T- 
shirt and shorts on your winter run, however, On 
the legs, regular sweats or tights should do with 
an undergarment of long underwear thrown in 
for really frigid days. Wool socks and mittens 
are excellent insulators that remain effective 
even when damp. All that remains is your torso 
which is really the central artery of this opera- 
tion. Here you have to dress in layers. Start with 
a fabric that takes away perspiration from the 
skin, polypropylene and wool are great, but cot- 
ton is bad because it gets soaked. Next should 
come one or more layers of an insulator, sweat- 
shirts, sweaters and turtlenecks work well. On 
top, wear a snug-fitting windbreaker that will 
beat back winter’s chill. 

The same sartorial guidelines apply to cycling

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with a fe modifications. Fingers and toes are 
notorio My ble spotsion winter rides. The 
glove-or-mi question \presents a tradeoff of 
dexterity (importan for shifting and braking on 
the bike) and warmth. Insulated ski gloves are 
best, but they can be expensive. Similar finan- 
cial outlays beckon if you want to ride in some- 
thing other than cumbersome winter boots; line 
“booties” that slip over regular cycling shoes 
save your feet from the pain of penetrating cold 
and dampness. The resourceful and frugal can 
cococt fairly decent substitutes by using an old 
pair of winter socks for booties. Either way, boo- 
ties are worth the expense (or effort). Once feet 
get cold, their circulation gets choked off and 
they effectively turn into blocks of ice for the 
rest of the ride. 

Winter’s gusts and cold temperatures can be 
your enemy, but running and cycling in its midst 
need not be a high risk affair. The right clothing 
can keep you far away from such ghastly things 
as frostbite and hypothermia. And, there is no 
truth to the aphorism that going out in the cold 
gives you a cold. The viruses that cause these 
fevers exist indoors where many people pass the 
winter months in sedentary activity. 

Really healthy people are not so discouraged 
by winter. It doesn’t look so bad if it can be 
tempered with summer activities. Try running 
or cycling on a crisp afternoon—you challenge 
yourself as much as you challenge winter.
